Bishop Stephen Neill Leads 
Diseussioii, Gives Lecture 



"CanacIUn jîludcnU nhnw an 
open-minded and frank i^pirit nf 
qurstioninic, and a rrally seriou!( 
drsire to tel answers," Bishop 
Stephen Neill declared in an In- 
terview with The Dally last nlcht. 
?But.",he said, "their minds are 
in two halves. There is no in- 
trfratlon brhrrcn thfir tradi- 
tional loyalties, includlnc rcllcloii, 
and what they learn in the 
classroom." 

Bishop Neill, a 'secretary of the 
World Cquncil ol Churches with 
headquarters at Geneva, has been 
visitins Montreal for a few days, 
and spoke twice in McGill sludciiLs 
yesterday at Divinity Hnll. He has 
recently concluded extensive visits 
at the Universities of Alberta and 
Toronto. ^ 

"Many Cantidlan .Mudents are con- 
fident that aiisA'crs c:\n be Riven 
to their reli:;iniis (|ucslioii.s. " lie 
continued, "hut they are Inn liniie^t 
to accept faith on dnsmalic f;rniind.s 
without some intellectual under- 
Standing. The task of the Church is 
to help students to find honest and 
adequate answers." 

Bishop Neill led a discussion 
period for McOill students yes-' 
terday afternoon at Divinity 
Hall on the topic "Personal 
Religion in a World I.lkc This." 
The seminar was sponsored liy 
• special eommltlce of the 
McGIII I.V.C.F. and the S.C.SI., 
and was headed by the Rev. 
Clifford KnnwIes, University 
Chaplain. 
' The bishop opened the dis'eiis'sion 
by outlining the various factors 
which tend to confuse students to- 
day. "I think your problems are 
acute," he declared, "hut they arc 
less on this continent than they are 
In Europe." The claims of the 
scientists, the psycholoeists and the 
Marxists, hé maintained, tend to 
put a student's reliislnus faith under 
pretty heavy fire, .\fter discussing 
Ihcic elements which, he said, pro- 
voke qucstioninR in the student 
mind. Bishop Neill asked for ques- 
tions from the l.iO students who 
crowded the Divinity Hall audit- 
orium. 

Tlie bishop answered such queries 
as: "What part iocs prayer and 



worship play in the buildini; up of 
a personal faith? What is the 
Christian interpretation of history? 
Can. Christianity find a real place 
in a communistic society?" In 
answer to the latter question.

Cliem. Institute 
Addressed by 
Its President 



The great majority of the ap- 
proximately 2,400 chemists and 

chemical engineers graduating fro.'n 
Canadian universities in the next 
three years will get jobs in the 
industrial, teaching or other-than' 
laboratory fields, T. W. Smith of 
Montreal, president of the Chem 
leal Institute of Canada, said tO' 
night. 

.\bout 10 per cent of the em- 
ployment oppnrtunitics available 
will be in research or laboratories, 
he told a dinner meeting of the 
Institute, held in the Spanish Room 
of the Queen's Hotel. 

This was the reverse of the sit- 
uation in the United States, where 
Ihc majority of *uch graduates take 
up research work. Many , felt the 
trend in Canada was an undesir- 
able . one but there were "hard 
facts" that had to be taken into 
consideration. 

Chemistry had made excellent 
progress in Canada but in the main 
i: had been geared to the nation's 
domestic needs and resources. The 
rate at which the chemical indus- 
try was employing chemists and 
chemical engineers actually ex- 
ceeded not only the rate of growth 
of the industry but of ait industry. 

Many graduates, consequently, 
found themselves in administrative, 
(levelopment, prpductiont^ sales^and 
equivalenl'Jobs rather than in the 
laboratory. 

"This has not been detriment^l 
to the jcconomic progress of Ihc 
average chemist, but it may have 
frustrated the research-minded." 

He said, however, there should 
be no difficulty in assimilating th; 
next three years' graduates into 
industry, teaching and other ficldj 
than laboratory work, 

"Many of them will be veterans 
and our experience in industry is 
that, far from being psychiatric 
problems, these men have adjusted 
themsèlves. to their peace-time en- 
vironment with the greatest of 
ease. 

"Their problem now will be to 
adapt themselves again as chemists 

have in the past, but on a larger 
scale, to a variety of occupations 
in which their primary require- 
ments will not be a knowledge nf 
chemLstry, but in which their 
chemical training will stand them 
in good slead."

A. W. Jolliff e 
To Speafc on 
Atomic Ores 



The Monteregian Club , will meet 
tonight (Thursday; Jan; 27) lo hear 
Professor A. W. Jolitfe of the-Geo- 
logy Department 'deliver ,an ad- 
dress on "The- Search -for Atomic 
Minerals." Dr. JoUiffc's talk will 
be accompanied by . a demonstra- 
tion of the Geiger Counter which 
is used in ' prospecting ' for radio- 
active minerals. 

The guest speaker is eminently 
qualified 'to talk on this subject for 
he was one of . the- pioneer, scien- 
tists to investigate and map the 
Eldorado showings in the region 
'of Great Bear Lake. Dr. Jolliffe 
was employed by the Canadian 
Geological Survey during his stu- 
dent days. and continued in their 
employ- after receiving his Ph. I), 
degree from Princeton in 1934. 
While asspciated with . this body, 
his extensive reports on - the Yrl- 
lowknife Area of the North West 
Territories brought him into grcit 
prominence in geologic circles. Be- 
fore coming to McGill in 1045 Dr. 
Jolliffe spent isome time in Por- 
tugal, investigating sources* of 
atomic minerals In British inter-

Dr. Wright Protests- 
Intervention 
Law Society 

Toronto. — _ ICU J.) — Dr. Cecil 
Wright, dean of-'<^gbde Hall La-.v 
School for the past 10 months, re- 
signed la.<t week. The resignation 
came as a prolwît In the new rc?- 
jUlations, which Dr. Wright declar- 
ed would set the school back 23 
years. "Maintaining this standard 
of mediocrity," according lo Dr. 
Wright, would be a strain on the 
loyalty to Canada. 

The dean, who is a graduate of 
the University of Western Ontario, 
objected to the system whereby the 
students spend part of the day in 
law offices. "This lime," he said, 
"should be spent in class rooms." 

The dean favors a full-time Law 
School, while the Benchers of the 
Law Sitciety of Upper Canada have 
ordered more law office trainin:;. 
Three of the full-time lectiirer.?. 
includins; Dean Wright. .lohn Wil- 
lis Bora, and Laskin Stanley Kd- 
wards, resigned in protest at this 
lime. However, the students and 
the lawyers remain divided on the 
issue. 

John Godsrey, the trustee of 
York County Law Association, said 
that the Benchers action "will 
make the Law Society of Uppji 
Canada the laughing stock of the 
legal world."

Long technical 
tiaining is required to learn the 
technique of pedagogy. Tutoring it 
not the only pre-occupation of a 
te>cher. he must be a leader of chil- 
dren in: the process of growing up 
and being good citizens. The suc- 
cfssful teacher must like children, 
be uderstanding. be able to get 
chiidrens' point of view, and above 
fill, to have a .«en.te of humor, he 
sa=H. .Mr. Clark concluded that 
teachers may be a "more poorly 
psirf but a most highly < rewarded 
profession."

national Student Service had three 
.objectives for this theme. They 
have been outlined by Dr. Mar- 
cus Long, professor of philosophy 

at the Univcr.'îily of Toronto and 
dean of studies at the seminar, as 
follows: "The objectives of the 
seminar were simple. The first was 
to arrange for an exchange of 
ideas. The Germans had been de- 
prived of intellectual contacts with 
other people and were ignorant 
of ideas other than those that 
suited their propaganda machine 
since 1933. The occupied countries 
knew nothing of the movements 
of thought in North Ameria. In 
the same way the Canadians had 
little knowledge of what was hap- 
pening in the intellectual world 
in Europe. Canadian profe.<v«ors 
brought information from North 
.\mcric.T. European profe.-i.'ors from 
their own countries, and the stu- 
dents, in discussion, learned to 
understand the ideas of other na- 
tionalities. 

"The second objective was based 
on a general philosophy of educa- 
tion. We do not believe thai any 
man is- adequately educated whp 
knows only his own culture and 
even less if he knows only his 
own specialty. The seminar was 
designed to enlarge the outlook of 
the students, lo give them, some 
information about subjects with

^^ere encouraged to appreciate its 
maning by practicing it in all 
phases of the seminar." 
. The success of the third objec- 
tive was particularly interesting to 
observe. "The frank talk by the Ger- 
~man law student was indicative of 
the free discussion thai prevailed 
at the seminar. The German stud- 
ents were tremendously imprcised 
by it. I recall speaking to a Kiel 
student that first evening he was at 
the castle. He had some complaints 
to make about the policy of the 
British military government. He 
glanced around apprehesively ashe 
spoke, and all the time sounded me 
out carefully to see what my re- 
action would be to the fact that he 
"dared" to .criticize. 

He quite obviously was distrust- 
I fill of my status simply as a stud-! 
! ert and even when pressed would 
[ only go so far in his criticisms. 
, But before the seminar was two 
I weeks old. this same student was 
quite rank in éxpréssing his 
thoughts. And, I might say, he goe 
something 'more than, his own side 
of the story in the meantime. 

Most of this free discussion came 
during the hours when no seminar 
program was scheduled. However, 
there was considerable frank inter- 
change of viewpoints during the 
afternoon when the topics , of the 
morning lectures were discussed,

Each morning throughout the six 
weeks two lectures were given. 
The topics ranged through Litera- 
ture, Art, Politics, ■ Economics, 
Philosophy, the Social Implications 
of Science, and Law. The whole 
student body attended these lec- 
tures in the lounge of the ca.sllc. 
Then in the afternoons several dis- 
cussion groups of from 10 lo 20 stu- 
dents met in castle rooms, in the 
courtyard or on the lawn below it.
